The attempt of the Methodist Church 
to make one thousand dollars the min!- 
mum salary which any of its ministers 
shall receive may be followed by a sim- 
lar action on the part of the Congre- 
gationalists, The Rey.

low an ideal, to work for such small 
salaries as many churches pay, and 
therefore the churches suffer from the 
lack of the kind of preachers most 
needed. 


An English manufacturer who found 
himself going behind called together 
his men, stated his situation frankly, 
and warned them that he might be 
forced out of business. A nimble-wit- 
ted workman who realized that half 
a loaf is better than no bread suggest- 
ed that if the factory could be kept 
running, in the hope of better times, 
he and his mates would consent to a 
reduction of wages. ‘The offer, heart- 
fly seconded, was thankfully accepted, 
and everybody turned to with fresh 
courage. Twelve months later the sums 
withheld from the men had been made 
up to them, the original wage-rate was 
again in force, and there was promise 
of an advance. A London periodical 
tells the story, which relates to an 
old “family industry" employing now 
the grandsons of those who were em- 
ployed at first. The semi-paternal re- 
lation that grows up under such condi- 
tions between the head and the hands 
1s almost Incomprebensible to an Amer- 
fean who works for a corporation. He 
knows his Immediate superior; “heaq- 
quarters” seems a world away. Yet 
man and management are always re- 
lated in interest, and the English In- 
cident shows how they might help each 
other tide over a period of depression. 
The dull time Is the time for an em- 
ploye to work harder, to increase his 
output, to try to reduce the expense 
account, to “talk up” the business as 
if he owned it. It would be bad man- 
agement indeed that, backed by such a

Whenever legal luminaries meet {. | 
county, state or national convention or 
at the banquet table they grow elo- | 
quent on the nobility of thelr profes- 
sion and the high standards which 
characterize It. Whenever disbarment | 
proceedings are found necessary 
against a low trickster or very offen- 
sive shyster, the prosecutor similarly 
invokes, with impressive earnestness, 
the “high standards” of the bar. There 
{s nore oratory than dry truth in these 
fine efforts, more Imagination than 
reality, says the Chicago Record-Her- 
ald. But ordinarily no one cares to 
Introduce the note of skepticism, and 
everything passes off beautifully. A 
distinguished Massachusetts judge, 
however, has recently seen fit to make 
an exception to the rule. Perhaps his 
known Interest in the large social prob- 
lems—in probation, charity, legal re- 
form, social redemption—accounts for 
his unconventional remarks. A motion 
for disbarment against a lawyer was 
being argued, and the attorney who 
represented the prosecution indulged in 
the familiar observations regarding the 
“high standards which," etc. ete. 
Judge De Courcey listened patiently 
for a while, and then threw this “bomb- 
shell” at the able iawyers in court: “I 
feel that the bench has tolerated, if not 
recognized, lower standards; and I feel 
that especially when I sit in the erlm- 
inal and divorce courts—more ‘especial- 
ly the latter. If this high standard 
{of which the eloquent lawyer had 
apoken] were upheld a majority of the 
attorneys would be disbarred.” Ex- 
traordinary words, but refreshing and 
wholesome ones, Thoughtful laymen 
hare often wondered at the sort of 
methods and standards which the 
judges tolerate and the bar associations 
condone or encourage. Cheap eubter- 
fuges, filmsy technicalities, bathos, so- 
phistry, delays for the sake of delay, 
wrangling and billingsgate, Pickwick- 
fan motions and pretended surprises 
and shocks—who has not again and 
again observed such things !n the trial 
of important cases by men of repute 
and standing? Who has not been dls- 
gusted and nauseated by legal chicane 
and humbug from sources that suppos- 
edly stand for “high standards” and 
regard shysters with holy horror? 
There {s need of more such anti-cant 
talk as that to which the Massachusetts 
judge so unexpectedly treated the law: 
yers of his jurisdiction and State.

While public at- 
tention has been 
concentrated on va- 
rious great national 
and local questions, 
two movements of 
the greatest |mpor- 
tance have effected, 
scarcely noticed, 
noteworthy  trans- 
formatious in this 
country. One {s the 
work of the Anti- 
Saloon League; the 
other that of the 
Woman's Suffrage 
Association. 

The Anti-Saloon 
League points to these conditions that 
It has recently brought about: 

Georgia became a prohibition State 
simultaneously with the coming of the 
new year. In North Cuarollna more 
than 95 per cent of the territory has 
barred liquor. In South Carolina near- 
ly one-half of the counties have done 
the same. A movement fur State prohl- 
bition has been started. In Virginia 
and West Virginia considerably more 
than half the territory is “dry.” 


In Florida liquor !s prohibited in 
three-fourths of the State. Tennessee 
is prohibition except the three cities of 
Memphis, Chattanooga and Nashville 
Ninety per cent of the territory In Mis- 
sissipp! is prohibition, and !t is expect- 
ed that the coming Legislature will en- 
act absolute probibition for the whole 
State. Loulsiana allows saloons in only 
one-third of the State. In Arkansas 
fifty-eight of the seventy-five counties 
have gone “dry.” In Texas l!quor is 
sold now in only 47 counties. Fifty-one 
other counties partially prohibit it, out 
After April 
1, 1908, Tennessee allows the sale of 
liquor !n only four counties. At the 
last session of the Alabama Legisla- 
ture the Anti-Saloon League caused the 
passage of a prohibitory act for the en- 
tire State. It will take effect Jan. 1, 
1909,. In Kentucky, the home of Bour- 
bon ryes, 97 per cent of the territory 
has gone “dry.” Not less than 1,500,- 
000 of Kentucky's population of 2,230,- 
000 now live In “dry” counties. Mary- 
land 1s the only Southern State which 
has not lately taken a decided step for 
prohibition. Nearly half of Its coun- 
tles, however, forbid the sale of liquor 
under local option. Part of Delaware 
has declared against I!quor selling. 
Oklahoma, by Its recently adopted con- 
stitution, prohibits the sale of Hquor. 
Missour!'s local option law has made 
fourteen out of Its 115 counties “dry.” 
Local option by villages and citles has 
been brought about In Nebraska. Out 
of 1,000, 400 villages and cities bave 
declared for no license. South Dakota 
has been made one-third “dry.” North 
Dakota {is wholly “dry.” Minnesota 
has 123 “dry” towns and {s Increasing 
the list. Sixty-five of lowa’s ninety 
counties are “dry.” Wisconsin has 650 
towns where liquor selling !s prohibit- 
ed. A prohibition wave {s rolling 
through Ilinols, where the Ant!-Saloon 
Lengue is making a terrific fight 
against liquor selling. Eight counties 
have already gone “dry.” 

In Ohio 1,140 out of 1,376 townships 
forbid liquor selling, as also do 60 per 
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cent of the municipalities Massachu- 
setts has more than 250 towns where 
Hquor selling !s fllegal. Connecticut 
has ninety-six “dry” towns out of 176. 
About half of Rhode Island ts “dry.” 
New Hampshire {s nominally a prohibi- 
tion State, but Hquor Is sold in about 
40 per cent of Its territory. California 
and Colorado are almost wholly local 
option, and Oregon partially so. 

This is certainly a formidable rec- 
ord of achievements. It does not In- 
clude Maine and Kansas, which are 
non-liquor States as a result of the old 
prohibition mevement. ; 

While thus in every State the Anti- 
Saloon League Is pressing the issue to 
a finish, it Is, at the same time, de- 
termined to stop indiscriminate Inter- 
state traffic In liquor. At present 
liquor packages are sent through the 
express offices to thousands of com- 
munities, and are often addressed to 
fictitious names and kept in storage in 
the delivery offices. They are called 
for promiscuously by those who seek 
Nquor. All that Js necessary !s to pay 
the C. O. D. charges. A bill that the 
league is now pressing In Congress will, 
if passed, put a stop to this “original 
package” practice by putting shipped 
liquors on the same basis as liquors 
made within the boundaries of a State. 


Weman Seffrage Agitation. 

While the men of the United States 
have won the reputation of playing the 
cayaller to women In social life, Amer- 
{ca has moved at much slower pace In 
according civil recognition than has 
been done in some of the countries 
across the sea. In England, where the 
husband has from time immemorial 
been the lord of the household, women 
may vote upon the same terms as men 
at all elections except those for mem- 
bers of Parliament; and the sentiment 
for complete suffrage is strong and un- 
mistakable. 


Women vote for all officers except 
members of Parliament In Scotland, Ire- 
land and Wales; for the women of 
England have bad municipal suffrage 
since 1869, the women of Scotland since 
1881, and In Ireland since 1898. 

That little patch of insular territory 
known as the Isle of Man bears a mis- 
nomer In its nomenclature, for its 
women have equal rule with the men 
in all elections; and it has been point- 
ed out that none of the political cat- 
aclysms have swept the attractive spot 
since 1880, the date of the enactment 
giving full suffrage.

Twe Kailroads in Operation in 
Alaska—Coal Deposits. 
Iateresting facts and figures concern- 
Ing far-away Alaska were related last 
evening by C. B. Helzer, a former

the frozen north, says the Washington 
Star, He spent most of the time on 
the property of the Oxide Gold Mining 
Company, a Washington corporation, 
near Council City, Alaska. Mr. Hel- 
zer, who was accompanied north by 


| Bob Jameson, formerly of the Wash- 


ington navy yard, is enthusiastic re- 
garding the mining outlook in the 
northern gold fields. The output for 
the present season, be says, will be up 
to the usual mark—about $20,000,000. 
The wages of the miners continue 
good, the prevailing rate being $5 a 
day and board in summer and $4 and 


board in the winter months. There are! 


now two railroads along the coast of 
northwestern Alaska. One Is known as 
the Seward Peninsula railroad and 
runs from Nome to the various creeks 
and camps adjacent to that place, 
There are nearly 100 miles of track- 
age, narrow gauge. Cabel! Whitehead, 
former assayer in the United States 


ee 


Treasury Department, is general man- 
ager of this railroad. He is also pres- 
ident of the Alaska bank at Nome. 

Down the coast, thirty-five miles 
east of Nome, Is the starting point of 
the Council City and Solomon River 
railroad. This Is the first standard- 
gauge road ever tilt in Alaska and 
it runs along Soluuwu river for tweuty 
miles and will eventually be bullt as 
far as Council City, it Is sald. 

There was a new strike made near 
Council City this season on a stream 
known as Mystery creek. It is sald 
about $180,000 was taken out of the 
creek by crude methods of mining since 
its discovery. Mr. Helzer brought with 
him some pretty nuggets and coarse 
gold taken from the creek. The loca- 
tlon of the “stream of mystery” Is 
said to be an ideal one, being surround- 
ed by mountains and heavy timber. 

Considerable Interest Is being taken 
in’ the probabilities of Alaska as a 
coal-producing locality. About 8,000 
20-acre coal-land claims have already 
been staked, Mr. Heizer sald, but the 
government has shut down on any fur- 
ther coal prospecting and claims be- 
cause of the alleged attempted monop- 
oly of Alaska coa] by certain big com- 
panties, The 8,000 claims already stak- 


ed are being prospected and developed. | thins

Nineteen woni- 
en sit In the Parllament of Finland, 
and the people of that country have 
expressed satisfaction with the results. 

Hungary, the land of the queenly 
Maria Theresa, recently witnessed a 
demonstration in which thousands of 
men marched In a parade that had 
equal rights for women as its battle 
ery. Scotland duplicated the perform- 
ance the same week and the English 
cities are so accustomed to such out- 
bursts that they cease to excite wonder 
or surprise. 

Kentucky, always proud of its beau 
tiful women, was the first ta recog- 
nize the claim of equal rights, but ev!- 
dently afraid to trust its wives and 
sisters too far, extended the schoo! suf- 
frage only to widows with children 
of school age. In Wyoming the wom- 
en have voted upon the same terms as 
men since 1869; the women of Colo- 
rado since 1893, and the women of | 
Idaho and Utah since 1896. 

In 1861 Kansas gave all women the 
school suffrage. School suffrage was 
granted by Michigan and Minnesota In 
1871, by Colorado in 1876, by New 
Hampshire and Oregon in 1878, by Mas- 
sacbusetts {In 1879, New York and Ver- | 
mont In 1850, while !n 1907 the move 
ment swept through Canada and the 
women of Toronto won in the battle 
for municipal suffrage. 

But the returns are now coming fn 
so fast that women's rights associa- | 
tlons are obliged to frequently revise 
their statistics to keep them up to date. 
The first victories were won on the 
school franchise, the extension of full 
municipal suffrage came in natural se- 
quence, until one or both have been 
granted in North and South Dakota, | 
Montana, Arizona, New Jersey, Con- | 
necticut, Ohio, lowa, Delaware, the 
Northwest Territory, British Columbla,

THE NEW CHINATOWN. 
Oriental Quarter Arises on the Ol’ 
Site in San Francisco. 


San Francisco's new Chinatown 
which has arisen on the ruins of the 
old Is ready. for occupancy and is rap 
idly filling up with merchants and 
tradesmen who were scattered to the 
four winds by the terrible earthquake 
and fire of a year and a half ago. All 
movements looking toward the trans- 
fer of the Chinese to a less desirable 
part of the city falled utterly, and the 
new Chinatown has risen on the site of 
the old, under the shadow of Nob Hill 
and touching shoulders with the finan- 
ciel] district. In the first flush of hope 
after the catastrophe several plans 
were evolved for moving Chinatown out 
toward Telegraph Hill or to some suit- 
able part of the Mission district. The 
site of old Chinatown was needed for 
the expansion of the financial district. 
One thing stood in the way of this part 
of the “city beautiful” dream. Chi- 
nese firms and wealthy Mongolian tndi- 
viduals owned much of the property in 
Chinatown. They were satisfied with 
the site of their quarter. It was near 
the big hotels patronized by eastern 
tourists, and it was not too far from 
the water front whence their goods 
came, The Chinese refused to sell and 
straightway set about rebuilding. 

There is a reason why Chinatown 
was rebuilt before the other parts of 
the burned area, even before Market 
street had been repaved. The Chinese 
property owners had no trouble in get- 
ting ready cash. They did not try to 
borrow from San Francisco banks or 
even from New York money lenders. 
The first steamer to China carried long 
letters describing the situation.  In- 
closed were drafts on the treasurer of 
the company which backed the San 
Francisco firms. The return steamer 
brought the gold that was needed and 
the Chinese could tell their contractors 
to go ahead. 

The building department and the 
health authorities insisted that the new 


Chinatown be bullt according to law) 


and the new Chinatown has, of course, 
lost such picturesqueness as was found 
{in the dirt and the squalor and the 
tumbledown effect of the old buildings. 
To offset this, however, there will be a 
heavy gain in healthfulness. 
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Jackson Day at Chicago was a far 
different affair from that of the New 
York gathering. There the banquet giv- 
en by the Jefferson Club was the scene 
of a Bryan love feast, in which 600 Dem- 
ocrats cheered riotously the words of the 
Nebraskan. 

Viscount Aoki, the retiring Japanese 
ambassador, in an interview at San Fran- 
cisco, declared in positive terms that 
there could be no such thing at present 
as war between this country and Japan. 
He said the questions at issue were not 
such as would cause war and that all 
the high officials of Japan were convinced 
of the good faith and friendship of this 
country. 

The Ohio Republican State Central 
Committee at its recent meeting decided 
to give the members of the party an op- 
portunity to express by direct vote their 
choice for a presidential candidate on 
March 11, when delegates to the Republi- 
can State convention will be selected, 


Senator Foraker has issued a statement | 


declaring that he will not abide by this 
action of the committee. 

The first open declaration of the con- 
servative Democrats of the East who are 
known to be unfriendly to the candidacy 
of William J. Bryan took shape at the 
Jackson Day dinner of the National 
Democratic Club at New York. Ex- 
President Cleveland sent a letter of re- 
gret, in which, after expressing his in- 


terest in the success of the party, he! 


said: “Our country needs conservatism, 
recuperation from nervous prostration, re- 
instatement of constitutional observance, 
buoyant, but none the less safe and pru- 
dent, Americanism; scrupulous care of 
every person and every interest entitled 
to care, and a “square deal” that means 
exact and honest equality before the law 
and under constitutional guarantee.” 

After his return home from Washing- 
ton Mayor Dabiman of Omaha gave to the 
press a corrected statement of his much- 
discussed interview with President Roose 
velt. According to this the President 
said: “Tell the boys out West that this 
financial panic is being placed on my 
shoulders by reason of the positioa I 
have taken. If this is true, it shows that 
we are on a rotten foundation, and it only 
came a few months sooner than it would 
have done otherwise, and it shows we 
needed a housecleaning. You can tell 
them also that I don't care what ex-judges 
or judges or ex-Governors or Governors 
say about it.” Mayor Dahiman says that 
ax this was spoken in the presence of 
eight or ten other persons as a message 
to the West, he felt free to give it out. 

Secretary Taft, who will soon begin the 
preparation of an extended report on his 
observations in the Philippines, in a re- 
cent interview expressed himself as highly 
pleased with the progress already made 
in the islands. Peace, he says, prevails 
throughout the Philippines to a greater 
extent than ever before in their history, 
and agriculture is proceeding without fear 
from predatory bands. He finds the na- 
tives receptive to education and to mod- 
ern western conceptions of religion and 
politics, and says there is no difference 
between the educated and the ignorant 
Filipino that cannot be overcome by the 
education of one generation. The Secre 
tary thinks the people should not be in- 
trusted with self-government until their 
primary and industrial education is com- 
plete, and this may require more than a 
generation owing to a lack of funds for 
sducational purposes.

Before the House Committee on It

enterprise. Colonel Goethals 
there were now 30,000 men on the roll, 
and that last month there was for the 
first time more men available than 
could be employed. No Americans are 
on the laborers’ roll, the list being 
i'made up from West Indians and 
whites from the south of Europe. A 
Spaniard would do twice as much 
work as a negro. Although he had 
formerly Tavored a sea-level canal, 
Colonel Goethals was now convinced 
that the lock system was the best. The 
cost of the total work would be about 
$250,000,000, exclusive of the money 
paid for the French rights. Blackburn 
said he had reduced the number of 
saloons in the zone to thirty-four, 
which pay $100 a month license. 








By direction of the President, Secre 
tary of the Navy Metcalf has an order 
directing Surgeon Charles F. Stokes to 
take command of the hospital ship Re- 
lief. This Is the last step In the con- 
troversy which resulted In the resig- 
nation of Rear Admiral Brownson from 
the office of chief of the Bureau of 
Navigation. In connection with this 
action the President transmitted § to 
the Secretary a letter defending his 
course and citing the precedents In the 
American and other navies for such 
procedure. 


The Interstate Commerce Commis 
sion Is preparing plans for a thorough 
investigation of Thomas F. Ryan's 
manipulation of the securities of the 
Seaboard Air Line, which resulted In 
a receivership.

A bill to estabish a central bank at 
Washington, to be known as the Unit- 
ed States National Bank of America, 
has been introduced by Fornes of New 
York.
